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Government Ready 


to Take Over New 
York Harbor Tugs 


600,000 Union 
Workers 


in Metropolis Threatened 


Work .Stoppage 


The federal government appear- 


ed ready today to take over op- 
erations of the tugboat system in 
New York's big harbor as a par- 
alyzing strike tied up commercial 
shipping and deprived the city's 
millions of new shipments of food 
and fuel supplies. 


Mayor William O'Dwyer's set- 


tlement program was rejected by 
the 3,500 striking AFL tugboat 
workers last night and they greet- 
ed warnings of imminent federal 
seizure with cries of "let Truman 
steer the tugs". 


Capt. William 
Bradley, presi- 


d*nt of the United Marine Divis- 
ion of the 
AFL 
International 


Longshoremen's Association, as- 
serted the tugboats workers, who 
quit their jobs Monday morning 
in a dispute with operators over 
wages and hours, would refuse to 
work under federal control. 


New Trouble Threatening 


AM New York City officials act- 


ed to end the walkout of AFL tug- 
boat employes, a month-old strike 
by 7,000 CIO employes of West- 
ern Union

Company 


threatened to create a new labor 
problem. The Greater New York 
CIO Council, which cairns to rep- 
resent 600,000 union members i° 
the metropolitan 
area, called a

Monday of all its members except 
those engaged in "vital" services. 


The tugboat strikp 
however, 


held immediate chief attention in 
the nation's biggest city. O'Dwyer 
declared last night that continu- 
ation of the work stoppage would 
"cause a grave crisis in the food 
and fuel supply for the city^-and 
"will 
necessarily 
endanger the 


health of the city's residents". 


Bradley had asserted that Ed- 


ward C. MaGuire, labor adviser 
to O'Dwyer, had told a conference 
called by the mayor that federal 
seizure of the tugboats was plan- 
ned t/w3ay__lD Washington. , labor 
department spokesman, who ask- 
ed anonymity, said he had been 
advised negotiations between the 
union and the New York Tugboat 
Exchange, 
the 
operators, 
had 


"broken down" and that the gov- 
ernment probably would take pos- 
session today. 


Proposal Rejected 


The union rejected O'Dwyer's 


proposal, which called for settle- 
ment on a basis of a 22ys per cent 
wage increase to lower-paid em- 
ployes and a 10 per cent pay hike 
for others. 


The strikers, who are seeking 


a 40-hour week instead of 48, 
had the support of the 35,000 AFL 
Longshoremen. They have asked 
hourly wage increases from 51.10 
to $1.57 and from S1.42 to $1.85 
for licensed personnel and a flat 
$1.35 for unlicensed personnel in 
place of the present 67 to 72 
cents. 


Meanwhile, with no new devel- 


opments toward effecting settle- 
ment of the huge steel strike and 
the General Motors walkout, two 
of the country's major disputes, 
reports from Washington indicat- 


• ed that the White House was pre- 


paring an announcement detail- 
ing changes in the present "hold 
the line" price policy. 


Helfrich Is Found - 


Suilty by Jurors 


The jury in the Lee county Cir- 


cuit court last night returned a 
verdict in which they found Ed- 
ward C. Helfrich of Dixon guilty 
of a charge of conspiracy. Attor- 
ney Lloyd Scriven who represented 
Helfrich at the trail, today filed a 
motion for probation and this was 
referred to Probation Officer Ed- 
win Merrick, who was to report 
back into court at 2 o'clock when 
arguments were to be heard by 
Judge George C. Dixon on, the re- 
port. 


Louis Corder, who is serving a 


45-day sentence in the Lee county 
jail on a contempt of court order, 
appeared in court today with his 
counsel, Attorney John Buckley, 
who sought 
a modification of 


Judge Dixon's contempt order, 
stating that Corder was in poor 
health. A veteran, Attorney Buck- 
ley suggested that an effort would 
be made to secure Corder*s admis- 
sion into a veteran's hospital. An- 
other charge of child abandonment 
pending against Corder has been 
continued until March 8. Judge 
Dixon refused to discharge 
the 


prisoner on the showing made at 
today's hearing, but indicated that 
he would cooperate with counsel.

gon Pastor Must Face 


Murder Charge 


The Rev. Frank E. Siple, 53, 


former pastor of the Churches of 
God in Dixon and Oregon, ousted 
from the denomination's minister- 
ial association, has been adjudged 
sane by a board of Michigan psy- 
chiatrists, and must face first de- 
gree murder charges for the poi- 
son-death of his 17-year-old daugh- 
ter Dorothy Ann, it was disclosed 
in Grand Rapids, Mich. Monday 
night. 


Simultaneously The Rev. F. L. 


Austin, pastor of the Church of 
God in Oregon, disclosed that Siple 
has been ousted from the congre- 
gation's ministerial association. A 
resolution cancelling his member- 
ship was approved at the associa- 
tion's semi-annual meeting last 
Friday in Oregon. 


Formally Unfrocked 


In Grand Rapids, the congrega- 


tion of Southlawn Church of God 
formally unfrocked Siple at serv- 
ices Sunday and installed his 
brother-in-law, the Rev. Melville 
Lyon, as temporary pastor. Lyon 
asked the congregation to "rise 
above our misfortune". 


Siple already has pleaded guilty 


on a preliminary murder warrant, 
but specific charges have been 
withheld pending outcome of the 
sanity examination in the Michi- 
gan city. 


Menso R. 
Bolt, Kent county 


prosecutor, said a hearing Wednes- 
day would determine the degree of 
murder. He added, however, that 
first degree charges are manda- 
tory in Michigan in cases involv- 
ing death by poisoning. 


Confessed Poisoning 


Siple confessed poisoning his 


daughter, Dorothy Ann, after au- 
thorities had exhumed her body 
and found traces of potassium cya- 
nide. He described it as a "mercy 
killing", saying he believed the girl 
was mentally incompetent. 


However, witnesses have testi- 


fied that the girl expressed fear

Vardaman Probe Is 


Opened by Senate

Washington, Feb. 5.—(AP)—An 


inquiry into former business and 
banking activities of Commodore 
James 
Kimble Vardaman, 
Jr., 


President Truman's naval aide, 
was voted today by the Senate 
Banking committee. 


Vardaman has been nominated 


for a 14-year term as a. member 
of the board of governors of the 
Federal Reserve system. The in- 
quiry was requested by Senators 
Donnell (R-Mo) and Taft (R-Ohio) 
and was supported by a 7-4 vote. 


A subcommittee to be named 


later will conduct the investiga- 
tion. 


At the same time the full com- 


mittee delayed action on appoint- 
ment of a second presidential ad- 
viser, George E. Allen, to a two- 
year term as a director of the Re- 
construction Finance corporation. 


This action came as the Senate 


Naval committee met to continue 
its hearings into the fitness of 
another presidential nominee, Ed- 
win W. Pauley. 


Pauley, former Democratic Na- 


tional committee treasurer and 
reparations 
commissioner, was 


called back before the latter group 
for additional questioning about 
his appointment to be undersecre- 
tary of the navy. 


House Passage of 


Anti-Strike Bill 


Wednesday Likely 


Washington, Feb. 5— (AP) — 


Last-ditch opponents renewed ef- 
forts in the house today to head 
off sweeping anti-strike legisla- 
tion by offering less,, drastic sub- 
stitute proposals but their chances 
looked slim. 


The far-reaching strike control 


bill sponsored by Rep. Case (R- 
SD) still commanded powerful bi- 
partisan backing that was un- 
shaken by all initial attempts to 
modify it. 


Tests of strength in voting on 


minor amendments yesterday in- 
dicated that substitute proposals 
in the offing would not get far. 


First alternative plan to be dis- 


posed of was one by Rep. Adams 
(R-NH). Among,,other things it 
would authorize the president to 
name fact rfinding boards in la- 
bor disputes, but would not give 
them the subpoena power, asked 
by Truman. 


Compromises Offered 


Compromises also have been of- 


fered by Reps. Voorhis (D-CalifJ 
and Hays (D-Ark). 


House leaders continued to say 


privately that when action is 
completed, probably Wednesday, a 
measure closely similar to the 
Case plan will be approved.

ing that no one in the Washing- 
ton naval high command could be 
trusted and that Kimmel and the 
1941 Army commander in Hawaii, 
Maj. 
Gen. Walter C. Short, had 


been framed. 


The 53-year-old Intelligence ofr 


ficer has testified that he wrote 
Kramer on Jan. 22, 1944, urging 
him to win over Adm. William F. 
Halsey to "the cause". He iden-

ed by the government. 


A lot of folks don't understand

They figured eggs might hit 


27 cents, but wouldn't go any 
lower. Now, when some eggs are 
bringing 
v less than that, they 


want to know how come. Didn't 
the 
government 
guarantee 
27 


cents? 


Twenty-seven 
cents 
a dozen 


AVERAGE in the Middle West. 


And it's that word "average" 


that a lot of people overlooked. 
There was never any guarantee 
that every producer would get 21 
cents for every dozen eggs, re- 
gardless of quality. 


It's a support level, based on 


average prices received by all 
fanners for all eggs. 


At that level, noboby's gom^ 


to make a fortune producing eggs. 
But I don't think a person who 
got only average production, ana 
sold only average quality and got 
only aveiage prices ever made a 
lot of monev—in this business, or 
any other. Neither do I think a 
person who is getting the produc- 
tion he should is losing money on 
today's market. 


What's Cost of Dozen Eggs? 
When a person looks at the 


price of feed and the pnce of 
eggs.chances are he gets a little 
disgusted and says. "What's the 
use of feeding chickens?" 


"Whenever anybody says that 


to me." a friend of in me told me, 
"I don't argue with him. but we 
take out our pencils and do a little 
figuring. 


"We take a flock of 300 hens. 
"The most a hen will eat is 2 


pounds of feed a week—and that 
allows for spilling some! So that's 
600 pounds of 
feed—say 
100 


pounds of supplement _and_ 500 
pounds of corn and oats which 
figures right around $14 a week— 
or $2 a day for feed. 


"If you're getting only 10 dozen 


eggs a day from those 300 hens, 
your feed s costing you 20 cents 
a dozen, and maybe you've got a 
little margin, but not much, 


"But if you're gettir." 15 dozen 


eggs a day, you feed cost drops to 
13 cents a dozen. 


"And if you get production up 


to 70 per cent, you're getting 17^ 


dozen eggs a day—and your feed 
cost is down to a fraction over 
11 cents a dozen, which gives you 
a right nice margin of profit. 


"Once a fellow figures it out 


that way," he said, "he begins to 
see that his profit doesn't depend 
on the price of feed or the pnce 
of eggs. It depends on the pro- 
duction he's getting. 


I'd be the last one to claim you 


could get rich quick on eggs this 
spring—or any other spring, for 
that matter. The real profit is 
always in fall eggs. And that's 
why I've been urging^ you to 
get chicks in your brooder house 
just as soon as possible so you'll 
have pullets in full production 
next fall and can cash in on the 
peak market. 


It's a little hard to adjust our 


ideas after the profit margins we 
had during the war years. But 
when you get down to actual fig- 
ures, they prove there is no reason 
tor a person who is doing a good 
job to be discouraged by present 
markets. 


There's a profit—and a good 


one—for the man who does the 
job right.

The fact of first importance is

that, in the interests of discipline 
and efficiency, the merchant sail- 
ors be enrolled in the Navy.

Maritime Union, which has been 
dominated by Communists and 
fellow-travelers from its begin- 
ning, even rejected with scorn, a 
proposal that the United States 
award a government discharge 
button to disabled merchant men. 
The union bosses wanted none of 
that. The union would issue its 
own insignia, if any were neces- 
sary to identify these sailors, as

In the Navy, they would have 


been dressed in the Navy's uni- 
form, which Communist merchant 
sailors derided as a monkey suit, 
and would have had to serve 
where, when and as ordered. In 
the merchant service, they were 
high-salaried job-holders, working

from Madrid to Paris by train.

frontier from a Spain in which we 
had found —at a price—the finest 
food we had seen since America 
entered the war, to sit down in 
France to a potter's meal which 
was shockingly meagre. I'm sure 
you won't take this as disparage- 
ment of LaBelle France's hos- 
pitality, for she does the best she 
can from her Mother Hubbard's 
cupboard. We mention the inci- 
dent merely as part of our report 
on the every day 'lives of peoples 
abroad. This country has been 
ternbly hard hit. 


Here's 
the dinner we had on 


one of France's crack trains: a 
plate of thin soup; a small portion 
of fish, with a few bits of boiled 
potato and string beans on the 
side, an undersize apple, and a 
demi-tasse of black ersatz cof- 
fee—and that in a country whose 
chefs have put their hall mark on 
the menu of every civilized na- 
tion in the world.

The tables 
of Spain's high 


class hotels and restaurants, on 
the other hand, are groaning be- 
neath the weight of luxury. To 
be sure, the 
poor man's table 


groans, too, but that's because he 
is pinched by the high cost of 
food. Thus far on our world tour 
we have encountered only one 
capital which could compete in 
any way with Madrid, and that is 
in Dublin, which is a modest run- 
ner-up.

Soil Management 
Depends Much on 


Characteristics 


The kind of soil which makes up 


a farm has an enormous influence 
on farming operations, according 
to J. E. Gieseking, soil physicist at 
the "University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 


The entire soil management sys- 


tem of a farm must depend large- 
ly on the kind of soil which make* 
up the farm, he says. 


The most readily seen features 


of Illinois soil are the color, th« 
compactness and the thickness of 
the soil layers. Most desirable of 
the predominating black, yellow or 
light gray soils of this state is a 
mixture of black and yellow. The 
black indicates high humus con- 
tent, but yellow and light gray in- 
dicate a soil low in humus. 


High 
humus content 
usually 


permits free motion of air and wa- 
ter through the soil. In addition 
to color, the soil should be checked 
for ease of tilling. If it is extrema- 
ly sandy and loose, it will work 
easily but will be droughty during 
dry seasons.

Clark Daniel Shaughnessy, foot- 
ball's man-in-motion, has moved 
again—this time back to the Uni- 
versity of Maryland he left three 
years ago. 


It was the fourth shift in seven 


years for the unpredictable grid 
mentor who went from Chicago in 
1939 to Stanford to Maryland to 
Pittsburgh and now back to Mary- 
land. 


In his new post, he succeeds 


Paul (Bear) Bryant, who resigne'3 
last month to sign a five-year con- 
tract with the University of Ken- 
tucky. 


Shaughnessy quit his job as 


head coach at the University of 
Pittsburgh yesterday after a three- 
year stay in which his teams won 
10 and lost 17. 


Pitt, in announcing his resigna- 


tion, said its faculty committee on 
athletics had recommended he be 
retained—provided he give up his 
professional football connections. 
This Shaughnessy refused to do. 


For the past two years the tall 


greying coach has been listed as 
an advisory coach by the Wash- 
ington Redskins. Prior to that he 
served in a similar capacity with 
the Chicago Bears. 


Answering Pitt's objections to 


his pro affiliations, the 54-year-old 
T-formation expert told the com- 
mittee in a letter three weeks ago 
he took it for granted they knew 
about them \vhen he was hired.
